The questions are suggested by the recent remarks of JIayor 


'iaynor of New York in swearing in eleven new members of 
the board of education. In general, he said that the current 
tendency to expand courses has the effect of wearying the 
children by surfeiting them; they are so "crammed" that 
they become tired of acqquiring knowledge; they get a, smat- 
tering of this or that, but no accurate or deep knowledge ol 
essentials nnd frequently the result is that they leave schoo' 
with a distaste for manual labor, but without the equipment 
to tit them for brain work. 


The criticism has been made many times, but its occasional 


repetition docs no harm. Tn fact, it has this benefit: It 
focuses the attention of parents on a problem that should 
claim their attention. The whole duty of parents is not done 
when children are sent to whatever schools the community 
affords. The whole subject of method of teaching and sub- 
jects attempted should receive notice. Only in this way can a 
public, opinion on the important problem of the schools be 
formed. 


Many a parent today has reason to believe that JIayor 


fiavnor's criticism is just. Children bright in other respects 
frequently make a botch of their school careers. It is an 
open qquestion if the fault often does not lie with the system 
rather than with the child. The sta>.lard in many instances 
is set for the unusually apt, not for the average child. The 
statistics as to school failures, published a few months ago 
by the World's Work, showed either that the United States 
has an uncommonly large number of dull children or that the 
end attempted was too ambitious.

Christmas letter from K.'.. Rev. Herman ' 
J. Alerding, the bishop of the diocese, 
was read from tlie pulpits. The letter is 
a lengthy one and the bishop points out 
why some of the evils of the day exist. 
It is essential!/ a Christmas: missive. 


After quoting from Daniel 34 chapter, 


in which all are asked to "bless the Lord, 
tire God of Gods, praise him and give 
him thanks, because his mercy endureth 
forever mid ever," the bishop calls attcn- 
tion to the story of Xebudiadncmr, and 
says that it illustrates the condition- of 
Cod's church ou earth. "As Christ fore- 
told, she has been and shall be tried to 
the end of time, in the furnace of per<e- 
cution and tribulation. But Emanuel is 
with her." He says in the letter, "Scicn- 
tific truth is obtained by study and un- 
tiring investigation. Scientific'truth cai 
never hecomo absolute truth, because 
what seemed true yesterday may be re- 
placed by other and better 'results of in- 
vstigation tomorrow, and therefore it is 
necessarily changeable. 
But 
scientific 


truth is not necessary for peace of mind." 


In referring to man's will he says: 


"Man's free will determine* the character 
of his life. The freedom of the will docs 
not mean that one may do as he pleases, 
but- rather Hint one may do what Gnd 
•wills him to do. The former makes him 
a slave of his passions and of his animal 
appetites; the hitter enriches him with 
the liberty of the children of fiod."

On raw wool, the board finds the

The method of levying duty is 
condemned because it charges for grease 
w- well as for wool and operates to lefcp 
out of this country the heavy shrink- 
in;1 woolens.

On yarn, from which cloth is woven,

1, Eoselia, has 
made a new record for soil productive- 
ness in Butler county, and shows what 
results may be obtained by observing 
farmers. 


The l'ark»es first planted potatoes. 


These were dug and used iu J uue. Then 
flint corn was planted. 
When this 


sprouted a volunteer potato crop ap- 
peared during the fall. 


"I noticed where some one said ke 


raised two crops of potatoes on the 
same piece of ground last Rummer," 
says Mrs. Parks. "Xow we have him 
outclassed, we believe. 


"Tin1 first week in April. 1911, wo 


planted half a bushel of early Ohio po- 
tatoes iu our garden by dropping the 
pieces of potato in every second furrow 
and ploughing them under. These-po- 
tatoes were used by the family during 
June anl the first half of July. 


''On ,Tulv 18 the ground was planted 


to an eittht rowed variety of flint corn, 
which iiiriusncd our t:iblo with roasting 
ears during Uie latter half of Scptcm^ 
her, besides a peck of well ripened ears 
for seed. 


When, the corn sprouted-so did the 


small nnd cut bits of potatoes left in 
the ground. These volunteers were al- 
lowed to grow among the corn rows, and 
during the first half of October furnish- 
ed our table with delicious new potato:-!- 
of good size. Whoever cnn bent this 
stand up. and be counted.''
